SHIPPING RETURNS. 


A General Decrease. 


London, April 17. 
The effects of the shipping siump owing to the fall in freights 
te strikingly illustrated by Llovd's Register returos showing that 
mercantile shipping of less than 3,000,000 tons was under construction 
in the United Kingdom on March 31, after deducting 847,000 tons, 
. on which work bas been suspended owing to the slump or completion 
postponed owing to the joiners’ strike. Compared with the quarter 
ending March 21, 1920, the tonnage launched: decreaked by 146,000 
tous, and the tonnage commonced by ‘113,000 tons; while the tonnage 
preparing but not commenced has fallen 73 per cent. compared with 
a yearago., The tonnage building abroad amounts to 3,288,000 tons, 
a decrease of 183,000 tons compared with March 31. 1920, this being 
due to the continued decrease in the United States,

St. John’s Cathedral approaches 
witnesred lines of aufferors and 
their friends making their way 
this morning to the hall-room, 
where ladies distributed cards 
for the healing mission that is 
being conductad by Mr. J. My 
Hickson with the support of the 
Church.

After prayer and 
achymn Mr. Hickson, attired -in 
surplice, delivered an. address, 
which. was repeated by an inter- 
preter, The missioner stressed 
his ~ position as a channel 
simply; he did nor 
claim to heal through any power 
of his own. Caristian healing 
signified healing through faith in 
the beneficence of Christ. Mr. 
Hickson alluded to the case in 
the Scriptures of the woman who 
was healed by! touching the 
Saviour, Ha condemned the 
view that suffering was sent by 
the Deity in order that good 
might come out of it, which, he 
said, was an argument that 
played into the Devil's hands. 
God turned evil into good, but 
He did not send the evil. 
Mr. Hickson stated that inytan- 
taneous cures had occurred, but 


theso were exceptions. The 
process was one of ‘continued 
faith and devotion.

‘Statement of Japan’s Foreign 


Office. 


The Foreign Office has issued a 
statomont, saying that subsequont 
to the formation of the quadruple 
Consortium, unwarranted uttor- 
ances, due to misconceptions 
caused the presentation to China 
of the dossier of the Consortium. 
Japan, considering that it was 
now opportune,proposed recently 
to the other Powors to publish 
the dossier. They accepted and 
it was published. Former 
statements had clarified ‘the cir- 
cumstances of the formation and 
Japan's position. However, it was 
noteworthy that the Con- 
sortium would chiefly ensure 
concord and co-operation amongst 
the Powers in order to promote 
the welfare of China, especially 
when it was remembered that the 
mission of the Consortium was 
economic and had no_ political 
complexion whatever. Such an 
organisation was not new. A 
sextuple group operated in 1912. 
The war excluded Germany and 
America withdrew but the 
remainder -cooperated with in- 
creased solidurity. Japan's par- 
ticipation then was actuated 
solely by the desire to promote 
the principlo of co-operation, 
respecting the spirit of inter- 
national accord with unchanged 
and unchangeable faithfulness. 
Moreover Japan earnestly desired 
America’s re-entry, trying to 
persuade America to take this 
step more than once, Thereforo 
America’s proposal for a new 
Consortium was welcomed as it 
coincided perfectly with Japan's 
long cherished desires and Japan 
indeayoured to accelerate the 
fromation. There was no differ- 
ence fundamentally betweon the 
New and the-Old Consortiums but 
the participation of America 
strengthened the solidarity of the 
organisation, With regard to 
Japan’s reservation concerning

-on Thursday night all went to show that Labour intended 
to make a huge fight of it. 

A prelude to the sensational denouement that has 
eventuated was a speech by Mr. flodges. the miners’ 
secretary, to members vf the House: and apparently this 
speech, was destined to constitute a, if not the, turning- 
point: Mr: Hodges;- wittingly or unwiltingly. provided 
the other partners in the Triple Alliance with a reason for 
withdrawing from the strike. Mr. Hodges, one of the 
younger members of the Labour movement, and one of its 
specially trained men, being an ex-student of the Lahour 
college, has generally heen ranked with the advanced side 
of the movement. Perhaps his better training has opened 
his eyes to factors aot .so perceptible to less educated 
units of the proletariat. At any rate. on this occasion 
he exerted a moderating: influence. His intimation 
that wage offers woild: still be considered provided that 
they were not to signify a permanent settlement on a dis- 
trict basis oflered a loophole, From that point develop- 
ments followed rapidly, assisted by the almost concurrent 
‘action of the Commons deputation in calling upon the 
Premier, On the miners refusing to abide by their 
secretary s proposal, the railwaymen and transport 
workers,.whose tone had heen decidedly bellicose, changed 
their attitude, and a laconic message conveyed the news 
that Mr. Thomas had announced the “ cancellation ” of 
‘the strike, which had heen’ re-fixed for 10 p.m. on Friday. 

~The general suspension of work throughout the indus- 
trial world has thus been averted, although the coal strike 
goes on, To appearances Labour has snstained a heavy 
defeat. From another angle, it may be -said that the 
movement as a whole has displayed its sanity by with- 
drawing even at the eleventh hour from a doubtful 
position. We shall have to wait a little in order 
to realise the true inwardness of the event, “Thé Daily 
Herald speaks of the result as the heaviest. blow ever 
sustained by the Labour movement, and, in point of tactics 
at any rate, this is probably no exaggeration. It would 


bea mistake however to take this pronouncement alto- 


gether seriously. As the Herald is an. exponent of the 
workers’ policy, it is,prime facie, rather surprising to find 
it making this admission. It must be remembered however 
that it represents the extreme wing, and its purpose may 
be to. discredit the present Labour leaders. In any case, 
however, the result is likely to have a salutary effect in 
checking precipitate strikes. The im lied-dissolution of 
‘the Triple Alliance marks something like a revolution in 
Labour history, and the ensuing months may be critical in 
their influence upon the industrial future, i 


NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Gap Rock. 


A fow weoks ago we made 
reforence to the fact that the 
continued interruption of com- 
munication botweon Hongkong 
and Gap Rock was 4 serious 
matter to the shippers of: the 
Colony, and in view of the ap: 
proaching typhoon season we 
vonturo ta hope that the 
Government will take whatever 
ateps are possible to place’ this 
important reporting station at 
tho service of the interests con- 
corned. We have recently learned 
that the cable has broken at a 
point about fifteen miles from the 
Hongkong end, right in tho 
deopest part of the channel and 
that‘ it cannot effectively be 
attended to except by the cable 
ship of the Eastern Extension: 
Telegraph Company. In fact 
this Company has, we understand, 
been approached to undertake 
the work, but it is a very open 
question whether the cable doat 
will be down’ from tho North for 
some considerable time to come. 
And evon then it will be o vory 
costly undertaking. There is 
also the possibility of an ontirely 
new cablo being found necessary, 
so that altogether the Colony’s 
expenditure in renewing cable 
communication with Gap Rock 
might prove to be a very big 
undertaking. - It has been very 
seriously suggested to us 
that a» groat deal of delay and 
initial expense could be saved if 
the Government decided to equip 
Gap Rock with a small wireless 
sot, sufficient to place it in 
communication with Cape 
D'Aguilar. Wo believo that an 
attempt on these lines was made 
some time ago, but that tho set 
used. proved to he too small even 
to transmit the short distance be- 
tween these two points. Shippers 
are’ most anxious to have com- 
munication restored and have 
suggested that the Government 
could secure a ship’s set of 
wiroless at afar less expense than 
would bo involved in the renowal 
of the submarine cable. Admitted - 


‘lly, there is the important question 


of staff involved, but it is held that 
the matter is of sufficient urgency 
to morit the’ Government's 
maintenance of o small staff at 
Gap Rock capable of working the 
wirvless set. At all events, there is 
considerable disappointment folt 
at the Government's failure to 
act promptly in this mattor, and 
our hope is ‘that the publicity 
given the question hore will 
result in“something a little more 
tangible being done. . : 


Always Hope.

infection, Students of social 
conditions have recognised and 
watched the growth. of this 
appalling danger with alarm. It 
ia.a product of the changing con- 
ditions of social life and the 
criminal neglect of the necessary 
safeguards against new dangers. 
It is as if complicated machinery. 
hod been brought into general 
use without any provision of 
the safety devices necessary to 
prevent accidents. It is only the 
minority who, through good 
fortune or some natural talent 
for self-control, escape damage 
from the constantly increasing 
dangers and complications of le, 
writes Dr. Chas. W. Hayward. 

THE LARGE TOWNS. 

The great social changes of the 
last one or two genorations are 
largely responsiblo for the intre- 
duction of these new dangers. 

The improvements. of transport 
and the constant movement of 
individuals ‘have destroyed the 
old: sedateness and .calmnesa of 
character. The growth of large 
towns and the crowing. of in- 
dustrial conditions havo thrown 
these disturbed individuals into- 
more intimate association. The 
resulting decay of parental 
control , and home influences 
has led to the substitution 
of the constant pursuit of 
emfertainment and excitement; 
and the activities of amuse. 
ment providers have descended 
inte competitions of ever-increse- 
ing appeals to the superficial, the. 
zarish andthe immoral. It is 
far more Inctive to appeal to the 
lower passions than to the in- 
tellect, and the clcan drama spelis 
bankruptey. 

Many of these dangerous dave- 
lopments have arisen since the 
Ejucation Act of 1870, but we 
hive not yot recognised the one 
fundamental and essential point 
of true education, namely, the 
formation of“ character.” 


BOY SCOUTS, 

It ig literally correct to say that 
until the Boy Séout movement, 
there was no real attempt to 
train and- develop — charactor 
amongst our children. This is 
not an accusation against 
tvachers, as it was never. 
recognised as an essential part 
of their work, 

The statement is an accustion 
against a large majority of our 
parents. Noinfant is too young 
to respond to parental influences 
towards the formation, of a true 
nvoral character. The spirit of 
of “golden rule” can be absorbed 
from the atmosphere of the 
home. Then during education 
the marvels of growth and 
repraduction in plant life can be 
taught, and the. 
followed gradually 
of the animal 
until ‘it is recognised as an 
ordained natural. function for 
the preservation of the whole 
creation. This knowledge com- 
bined with self-respect and truo 
character formation would solve 
not ‘only the “social question,” 
but alse most of the other social 
evils and crimes. 

Instead of this wise method, we 
neglect the formation of any true 
character. Parents neglect their. 
duty and try to excuse themselves 
by thinking it will be the duty df, 
the schools when the chil¢ren aro 
old enough to go there. - 

SCHOOL AND HOME.: | 

‘The schools do not attempt. the 
duty, and could not succeed if 
they did when the parents have 
soured the soil and rendered it 
unfit for hoalthy cultivation. "We 
refuse to instruct the children ih 
this vital matter, repress all 
inquiries for knowledge in 
favour of information cunningly, 
and guiltily supplied; incyloate | 
a false pruderv and ostracism - 
of ‘the subject, yet adolescent 
boy and‘ girl as. . possible...
